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■ OBITUARY: Rev. John Campbell 

Former St. Alexander 
pastor dies

He was always thankfoL 

Even when the cancer 
recurred about a decade after 
Rev. John Campbell CSC was 
successfully treated for it, he 
was thankful for the time he was 
given, said Rev. John Vickers, 
Superior of the English Holy 
Cross Fathers. 

“He had 14 good months, and 
that's what he wanted,” Vickers 
said. “He was so grateful that 
he’d been given the extra time. 
He said, 'there’s nothingyou can 
do but accept it.” 

Father Campbell, who spent 
54 years serving as a priest with 
the Congregation of Holy Cross, 
died Saturday - a week before 
his 85th birthday. 

During his final days at 
Hospice Niagara, Father 
Campbell showed his "typical" 
gratitude and humility when he 
spoke to staff there about how 
beautiful the facility was and 
questioned why he deserved 
to be cared for there, Vickers 
added. 

"He was always filled with 
hope," said Rev. Jim Mulligan, 
parish priest at St Kevin church, 
and a close friend of Father 
Campbell 


“No matter what, he was 
always positive. He was a great 
great person ofhope.” 

Mulligan recalled the bar¬ 
becues Father Campbell used 
to organize for volunteers at 
St Alexander Church while he 
was parish priest at the Fonthill 
church in the late 1980s and 
early’90s. 

It was a relatively small 
parish at the time. As many as 
200 people would participate in 
those events. 

“John would go strawberry 
picking, and the Sisters and a 
whole number of people would 
prepare food,” Mulligan recalled. 
“But what amazed me was the 
number of people who were 
engaged one way or another 
in that... He really had a gift for 
including people and giving 
people a sense that this parish 

St. Alexander church has 
changed compared to the 
relatively small church Rev. 
Campbell led. But it was Rev. 
Campbell who helped start 
efforts to build the new church, 
that opened in 2001. 

Funeral service for Rev. 
Campbell took place at St. 
Kevin church this week. He was 
interred at Holy Cross Cemetery 
in Welland.
